CONSTAWANRUE. 


Verdict Reached in 
- Little Over Hour. 


Fred Mader—Not guilty. 
Daniel J. McCarthy—Not guilty. 
John Miller—Guilty; 14 years’ 

_prisonment. 

On the first ballot taken last night 
the jurors found Mader and McCarthy 
| not guilty of the murder of Lieut: Ter- 
rence Lyons. Three ballots were taken 
(on the guilt of Miller and a compro- 
|mise verdict gave him fourteen years’ 
| imprisonment, the minimum sentence 
upen conviction of murder. 

Deliberate Brief While. 

This verdict was not unexpected. At- 
torneys for both sides had conceded 
that there was little chance of con- 
victing Mader or McCarthy. It took 
the jury little more than an hour to 
‘complete its findings. 

Attorney Lioyd Faxon was hopeful 
of a not guilty verdict for Miller. 
Miller frankly had admitted driving 
the “murder car.” His defense was 
that the other two, whom he branded 
as the actual murderers of the two po- 
‘licemen, had forced him to drive the 
automobile on a tour of petty robber- 
| ies. Throughout both trials he main- 
tained he did not know Mader, Mc- 
| Carthy, “Big Tim” Murphy or “Con” 
'Shea. The state contended he was 
| employed by them to bomb anti-Landis 
award buildings, and that the murder 
‘of the two policemen resuited from the 
‘ bombings.

Prof. John P. Tiernan, divorced three © 
days ago and married again yesterday. 
has two wives. 

The deoree of divoree granted to the 
former Notre Dame university law 
professor last Thursday in South Berd 
was vacated by the court last gight on 
the groynd of collusion and the case 
set for rehearing on Dec. 11. Judge 
Chester R. Montgomery issued this 
order eight hours after Prof. Tiernan 
had been married in Crown Point to 
Mrs. Blanche D. Brimmer of Aredale, 
la., the daughter of the Rev. Charles 
H. Hawn, a Methodist minister of Han- 
sell, Ia. * 

The action of the court in wanting 
the divorce order and thus jolting the 
honeymoon bliss of the professor fol- 
lowed testimony given by Augusta H. 
Tiernan, who had conféssed to her 
husband that her baby was the child 
of Harry Poulin, South Bend haber- 
dasher. Mrs, Tiernan was placed on the 
witness stand at a special court session 
in South Berd last night to. testify 
as to her allegations of collusion in 
the divdtce case, 

. Charges “Double Cross.” 

Contradicing the statemerits ‘made 
by her husband on Trevedayi: Mrs. 
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New Haver. Conn., Nov. 25.—[By 
Associated Press.]}—M. Georges Clem- 
enceau, the Tiger of France, today be- 
came a dyed-in-the-wool football fan. 
Clemenceau yesterday joined the 77,- 
000 rooters who saw Harvard defeat 
Yale, 10 to 3. 

At the finish, he declared 
“ magnificent.” 

“My only criticism,” he added, “is 
that the cheerers make so much noise, 
and such interesting noise, that it 
takes your mind off the game.” 

The French war premier took his 
seat on the Harvard side with a crim- 
son feather ir his hand, but he did 
not sit long. Time after time he 
leaped to his feet and his eyes snapped 
with excitement. 

Waves Arms Wildly. 

When Half Back Owen of Harvard 
broke loose for the long run that 
paved the way for the Crimson’s first 
score, the movie men caught Clemen- 
ceau leaping up and down, with both} 
his arms going like windmills. His) 
excitement reached fever height again 
in the last period when Yale opened 
wide her aerial attack in an effort: to 
‘tie the score. 

Although he jestingly criticized th ; 
‘aheortns sections, Clemenceau 
the keenest interest in the cheers. 

“Bon,” he said, when the Yale | 
cheering sections broke out, the blue 
and white hardkerchiefs to form a 
gigantic YALE. Between the halves 
Ciemenceau crossed to the Yale side 
of the field. 

“T must be impartial,” he said. 

Greeted by Marseillaise. 

He walked slowly across the grid- 
iron, with bared head while the Yale 
students, led by their band, sang the 
Marseillaise. “As he neared the stands 
they gave him a “ brek-ek-ek-ex, 
co-ax’”’ with three “ tigers’ at the end 
and he laughed delightedly. 

Clemenceau had to almost fight his 
way to the game. His secretary, Louis 
Lefevre had turned down an invita- 
tion for him, or the ground that the 
long exposure in the chill air might 
endanger the 81 year old statesman's 
health.

Special Prosecutor Fred L. Fake was 
not present when the verdict was read. 
He made the closing argument, which 
lasted uftil $8 o'clock. At 8:30 the in- 
structions of the court were finished 
and the jury received the case. Judge 
Hebel left with instructions that he 
would return as soon as the jury ar- 
rived at a verdict. At 10:15 p. m. he 
was on the bench receiving it. 


HISTORY OF KILLINGS 


Lieut. Lyons and Patrolman Clark 
were killed on the morning of May 10 
at different places, but by the same 
men in a Ford automobile. Two bomb 
explosiohs had preceded the killings 
by a few minutes, one at the plant of 
Tyler & Hippach, 623 Orleans street, 
and the other at that of George F. 
Henneberry Printing company, 250 
West 22d street. 

Circumstances surrounding the 
deaths of the two policemen convinced 
detéctives that the bombings and the 
murders were by the same gang. Of- 
ficer Clarke was on duty at the plant 
of Sharp & Partridge at. 22d and Lum- 
ber streets, which had been bombed a 
few dayd@ before. When he telephoned 
to the station at midnight he was told 
of the bomb at Tyler & Hippach’s 
and was warned to be on guard. 

Shortly afterward he was found dead, 
witnesses stating the killers had been 
three men in a battered Ford who sped 
away firing a volley of shots. Pre 
sumably the policeman had sought to 
question the occupants of tue machine

‘Now I understand why you Ameri- 
cans make such fine soldiers,” he said. 

‘If they live through that they re sure 
to make good soldiers.” 

The presence of Clemenceau served 
as a check to Yale's usual doings after 
the game. The blue bank of rooters, 
out of respect for the Tiger's feelings, 
refrained from playing and singing the 
Yale song, “ Bright College Years,” until 
the war premier left. The melody of 
the song is the same as “ Die Wacht 
am Rhine.” 


Hotel Men Offer to Pay All

Anthracite 
is found in the Bering river country 
and Matanuska. Bituminous coals hav: 
been located in the lower Yukon; sub 
hituminous in Chignik bay, Koyukuk, 
and Cape Lisbourne. Lignitic coals are 
also numerous, and these occur in th: 
Neenana river region, Kachemak bay, 
vnd other places. The government con 
viders the Bering river fields and the 
Matanuska deposits the most impor 
tant. Both of these places contain high 
srade bituminous and anthracite coal. 
Ouring the last summer the govern 
ment investigated the possibilities o* 
the Matanuska coal fields, to determin« 
the supply of fuel there and the cost of 
mining it. Several thousand tons were 
mined and shipped to be tested by the 
navy. There’s no doubt about the qual- 
ity of this coal, but the cost of shipping 
it is prohibitive and it is unlikely that

WAR CLOUDS HOVER 


OVER BASEBALL WORLD: 


Prospects of a real ruction in the 
baseball world grow larger as the time 
for the annual meetings of the Minor 
and Major leagues approaches. The 
fight over the draft, which will start 
at the minor league meeting at Louis- 
ville, is getting’ complicated. It devel- 
oped yeserday that, if Commissioner 
Landis attempts at the Louisville meet- 


ing to persuade the minor leggue club 
owners to enter into an agreement re- 
garding the drafting of players, the 
minor league owners will demand of 
him that he get the owners of the six- 
teen major league clubs on record as 
favoring the draft. 

The intimation is that a number of 
the major league owners who have 


been. pleading, through the newspa- 
pers, for the restoration of the draft, 
are secretly supporting the minor 
leagues that refuse to permit draft- 
ing, in order to hold a hundred or mvure 
players in the minor leagues, who 
might be drafted under the old plan.

It 
is always Wise to plate every piece of 
the pattern on the material before cut- 
ting out. 


The back yoke and cuffs may be cut 
across the material instead of on the 
length—this being particularly effec- 
tive if there are stripes. 


Lay the back yoke in place on the 
back of the blouse, turn in the lower 
edge and baste down—stitch close to 
the edge and ther three-eighths inch in 
from the edge—making two stitchings 
across athe bottom of the yoke. After 
the front facings are stitched in place 
make the pocket and stitch on the left 
front according to the perforations. 
Stitch the shoulder seams on the right 
side—not including the yoke—turn the 
seam towards the back, and turn in 
the edge of the yoke at the shoulder 
over the seam. Baste and stitch, ysing 
two rows. 

The sleeve openings should be at- 
tended to next—the, directions on the 
pattern are clear on this. Then trace 
a line across the top of each sleeve 
about three-quarters of an inch below 
the edge, and after clipping the edge 
of the armhole all around at close in- 
tervals, turn the edge in and baste 
over the edge of the sleeve, letting the 
folded edge come on the traced line. 
Then turn to the wrong side, clip the 
sleeve edge where necessary, turn in, 
baste, and stitch close to the edge. The 
bottom of the shirt and the under arm 
and sleeve seams are taken care of 
next. It is possible to buy neck bands 
for shirts, and these really save time 
and trouble.

ODEST and “unassuming as are 
= the lines of this small stucco on 
| concrete block house, it can 

readily be made to stand out 
in pleasing contrast to its neighbor. 
Just imagine the exterior to be rose 
tinted stucco, with window frames 
trimmed in dark biue. The roof would 
be cf real slate or of composition shin- 
gies in variegated shades of green. 


A red brick soldier belt course (brick 
on end) at the base sets the building 
off sharply against the surface plant- 
ing of shrubs and flowers. This base 
is an imporiant element in the con- 
struction, as it insures permanence to 
the stucco, which never should be per- 
mitted to run all the way to the 
ground. This is because frost and 
moisture from the"ground might work 
their way into the stucco and damage 
it. The belt course of face brick, just 
at the ground level, assisted by metal 
flashing placed over it and run behind 


sulting from frosts, and at the same 
time affords a pleasing architectural 
effect at small cost. . 


The same kind of brick should be 
used for the decorative chimney caps. 
Here, by the way, the tile flue lining 
should be permitted to extend above 
the cap, to insure a good draft and at 
the same time ito do away completely 
with unsightly smoke stains on the 
stucco. It has been found that by 
wrapping’a single layer of metal lath 
entirely around the chimney it is pos- 
sible; to eliminate stucco cracks, due 
to alternate expansion and contraction 
on account of varying degrees of fur- 
nace heat and outdoor temperature. 
The artistic wrought iron staybolts and 
colored tile inserts in the chimney add 
a picturesque touch to the exterior. 
These inserts are repeated on the 
porch columns. 


Offset against the rose colored stuc- 
co walls {[which, for an attractive tex- 
ture, should be sand floated rather 
than troweled}) are the half timber 
work in the front gable and the pre- 
vast concrete window sills and porch 
copings. Many varieties of beautiful 
sparkling aggregates to mix with ce- 
ment are now obtainable. These, to- 
gether with many shades of mortar 
-eolors, afford a wide range of choice 
for the color and texture of window 
sills“and copings. With the proper 
combination a skillful mechanic can ob- 
tain a sparkling, eggshell finish of a 
color not obtainable by any other 
means. 

We are told by people who have had 
many years’ experience with them that 
a house built of stucco on concrete 
blocks, or concrete tile, has excellent 
points of durability, economy in first 
cost and upkeep, warmth and low fuel 
consumption in winter, and coolness 
and comfort in sumyner. 

This house is interesting too, be 
cause Jt can be built on a narrow lot. 
With a maximum width of 24 feet, 8 
inches, it can be placed comfortably 
on a 35 foot lot, and have space left 
for a garage drive along one side. 
Where space is more limited, the house 
can be placed on a 33 or evén a 30 foot 
lot.

If the old custom of washing out the 
interior of a fowl with a teaspoon of 
baking soda in next to the last water 
is followed it is particulafly necessar. 
to wipe out the cavity thoroughly. Im- 
maculate towels, old napkins, or fresh- 
ly scalded and dried new cheese cloth 
are @ necessary part of the equipment 


needed. Soda has been usd when the 


turkey was not freshly killed, because 
the has been called * wour.” 
Naively, one old book says: “ Soda, 
being cleansing, acts as a corrective, 
and destroys that unpleazant taste 
which we frequently experience in the 
dreagsing when fowls have been killed 
for some time.” It sensibly adds: 
“After washing, wipe the turkey dry, 
inside and out, with a clean cloth, rub 
the ingide with some salt” (not alto 
gether sensible), “ then stuff.” 

Today we pour melted hot fai on 
any roast ingtcad of rubbing it with 
butter as was directed in that book— 
this also makes a hot oven, at first, 
necessary—<and have the seasonings in 
the pan to be gradually added by bast- 
ing. The basting material may be all 
fat, or part water, but for even sea- 
soning the best way is to have all the 
elements for seasoning ahy meat in the 
basting liquid, even though we but fry 
2 lamb chop. To keep a basting fat 
around a jamb chop frying—not drying 
it up—and to cook the meat so it is 
seasoned by that fat is to secure the 
most savory of possible effects. It, 
is not dried up or out.
